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What ‘Is 


West Coast Bible College?

UST WHAT IS West Coast Bible College? This 
question has no doubt entered the mind of many 
constituents of the Church of God. There is an 
adage which says, “Seeing is believing.” You must see 
West Coast Bible College to believe it! You must see the 
students as they study, as they sing, and as they play. 
There is no set of cold statistics with which the college 
can be explained. It is a living, moving organization 
which can be adequately perceived only through the eye. 


Its Students 


The students of West Coast Bible College this year 
number seventy-five and come from Arizona, Oregon, 
Washington, North Dakota, and throughout California. 
They run in age from thirteen to thirty-five. Twelve of 
this number are enrolled in the new college department. 
The remainder are high school students. Some forty stu- 
dents are housed in the two dormitories. About twenty- 
five are city students. There are a few out-of-town stu- 
dents living in private homes. 


Its Administration and Faculty 


The school’s policies and financial matters are under 
the administration of the overseer of California, Brother 
Ralph Williams, and the five-man school board composed 
of J. D. Nichols, I. L. Benge, C. M. Hughes, Lemuell 
Johnson, and the chairman, G. C. Grove. This board meets 
regularly twice a year and at any other time that 
necessity demands. 





Boys’ Dormitory 
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The everyday activities of the college are supervised 
by the high school principal, Paul L. Walker; the business 
manager, Robert E. Fisher; and the dean of the college 
division, John Kimbrough. 

Other faculty members include Thomas Griffith, Jr. 
high school instructor; Myrle Horton, librarian and study 
hall supervisor; Gettys Phillips, commercial instructor 
and girls’ dormitory supervisor; Julia Holmes, secretary- 
registrar; George New, Jr., boys’ dormitory supervisor; 
and Mary Fisher, bookkeeper. The cafeteria is managed 
by Anna Fisher, who is aided by Oneil Ridgway. Clyde 
Blankenship is maintenance supervisor. 


Its Facilities 


West Coast Bible College was started by faith only 
seven years ago. The facilities then were very poor. 
As God blessed and the school grew, more buildings 
were added and new equipment was acquired. Today, 
although still on a nonpermanent basis, the school has 
a boys’ dormitory, girls’ dormitory, cafeteria building, 
and a spacious church building used for chapel, class- 
rooms, and offices. All the buildings are furnished with 
modern equipment. The classrooms have all new chair- 
type desks, modern green tone chalkboards, and appro- 
priate charts and maps. The dormitories have been 
furnished with many new items including dressers, beds, 
and divans. A new institutional type range, multiple 
toaster, steam table, and large refrigerator were recently 
installed in the cafeteria. The college has a growing 
library which contains over 1000 volumes of good reading. 
It subscribes to numerous periodicals and three regional 
newspapers. Biology and chemistry departments are on 
their way to becoming very well-equipped. 


Its Advantages 


Young people from throughout the West are beginning 
to investigate West Coast Bible College. They like what 
they find, and consequently they enroll. The enrollment 
has been growing every year and this term has reached 
another record. This record enrollment reflects the ad- 
vantages offered by W.C.B.C. The fact that this is the 
only Church of God institution west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, the fact that the administration is young and pro- 
gressive, the fact that the faculty is composed of educated, 
Spirit-filled instructors, the fact that classes are small 
and special instruction possible, the fact that Fresno 
has some of the most ideal weather in the nation, and 
finally the fact that West Coast Bible College is the 
youngest, fastest growing school in the movement; all 
these advantages add up to one thing—a great school. 
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Its Objectives: 


This western college was not begun simply to have 
a school on the West Coast. Definite objectives were in 
the minds of the men who had a vision of W.C.B.C. long 
before its inception. There were many young ministers 
in this territory who direly needed schooling but would 
never be able to attend a school hundreds of miles 
away. There were many young people growing up in 
our churches who in high school were lost to the church. 
They needed to be saved and their talents channeled 
into the Church of God. These objectives are now being 
realized through the efforts of our college.

and its institutions of learning. We are par- 

ticularly proud of West Coast Bible College, the 
educational arm of the Church of God in the West. It 
is a Church of God institution providing our young men 
and women with Christian education and bringing within 
their reach the weapons of spiritual warfare to combat 
the common enemy of our souls. W.C.B.C. is today at- 
tempting to fulfill the need of a vast number of Christian 
workers here on the West Coast, and has become an- 
other important link in our educational system. 

We are living today in an educated world. Business 
and industry today demand varying degrees of education. 
We must prepare our youth today to meet the challenge 
of an educated world by providing them with schools 
and colleges which give attention to the spiritual needs 
of the students, equipping them to face life as Christian 
workers, enabling them to stand steadfast for Christ 
and to win souls for the kingdom of God. 

Today God is calling countless numbers of young men 
and women into the ministry of the Church of God. Here 
at W.C.B.C. it shall ever be our aim to offer to this 
ministerial group a practical course of study which will 
thoroughly prepare them for the ministry in the Church 
of God. 

Ten years ago the only recognized Church of God 
educational institution west of the Mississippi River was 
at Spokane, Washington. At that point California was 
classed as a mission state; yet this could not dampen 
the spirits of those whose vision was to inaugurate and 
maintain a Bible school in California. 

In the year 1947, the Reverend H. L. Chesser, the 
Assistant General Overseer, the Reverend Lemuell John- 
son, then Overseer of Washington and Oregon, and the 
Reverend Howard Statum, then Overseer of Idaho and 
Nevada, met with the Reverend J. H. Hughes, then 
Overseer of California, and the ministry of the State, 
at the prayer conference at Salinas, California. At this 

eeting the possibilities of a school were discussed, and 
the following year at the prayer conference in Tulare, 
California, definite plans were formulated. 

In February of 1949, the school officially opened its 
doors for twelve students at Pasadena, California. The 


W E ARE PROUD TODAY of the Church of God 
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name West Coast Bible School was adopted. The school 
remained in Pasadena until August 1950, at which time 
it was moved to its present location in Fresno, California. 

In the ensuing period the school has made deep and 
lasting impressions on the ministry and laity on the 
West Coast. Our school has enjoyed a steady growth 
throughout its years of operation. During its stay in 
Pasadena the school used the facilities of the. Pasadena

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because living here is life at its best—for Christ 
and with Christians.

We do believe, however, that it is within the reach 
of every student to live a life of faithfulness before the 
Lord so that he can proclaim, “Thus saith the Lord,” with 
all authority. To this end we work, we pray, we hope. 

Inspiration is not a stranger on our campus. Grace 
before meals and prayer before classes constantly remind 
us of God’s presence. Faith is stimulated by our gath- 
ering at the chapel hour each morning. Whether it is a 
challenging message, an inspiring song, or a moving 
prayer, all bring new strength for the day. Often visiting 
ministers and missionaries bring from the fields fresh 
reports which inspire our hearts to diligently prepare 
ourselves that we may the more quickly join the reapers 
in the harvest fields of the world. 

Opportunities for daily witnessing are many because 
a great majority of our students are employed off cam- 
pus. In this way they not only support themselves while 
in school but are also able to carry on an active ministry 
among the people of the community in which they work.

by following two students whom we believe to be typical 
examples. One has traveled over a thousand miles to 
reach Northwest Bible School; the other comes from a 
town not far away. Both came because they felt this is 
the place God would have them be. 


At six thirty every morning the bell rings to remind 
everyone that it is time to start a new day. The chances 
are great, however, that our example students have al- 
ready been up for some time in private devotion and in 
preparation for the day. Breakfast is at seven, so haste 
is required to see that dishes are washed and every- 
thing is in order before the bell rings for the first class 
at seven forty-five. Lectures, assignments and examina- 
tions all combine to make a full morning. The afternoon 
is spent as a clerk or secretary in a local firm, or it may 
be spent as a service station attendant, but always it is 
the same—keeping busy. 

Five thirty in the evening means another day’s work 
is done. Is the student finished? Not quite. There is still 
studying to be done. Retirement is preceded by prayer. 
Tired? Perhaps. But it is the kind of tiredness that says, 
“Something accomplished, something done has earned 
a night’s repose.” 

Keeping our rooms clean may not be so important as 
our devotions, but we find that both are necessary. 
Speech may not be so important as Bible as far as the 
individual is concerned, but we are eager for a student 
who knows what the Bible teaches to be able to tell 
someone else. 

There are no courses on “How to receive large offer- 
ings” or “How to become an overseer in ten easy lessons.” 
How to live comes first, and then how to make a living.

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Northwest Bible Schools 
to the re Be of God

HE BIBLE TEACHES THAT we should not over- 

} evaluate ourselves. In considering the topic we 

have before us I feel very keenly my inadequacy 

to describe and weigh all the details about the past con- 

tribution and influence of the Northwest Bible School to 
the Church of God. 

No doubt it will be best to start in the home area, for 
who knows us better than our own family? Northwest 
Bible School began as an outgrowth of a six-week Bible 
course taught in 1932 by Frank W. Lemons, then pastor 
of Lemmon, South Dakota, Church of God. Another 
course was taught in 1933. In 1934 Paul H. Walker made 
an appeal to the ministers’ council for recognition and 
permanency of a school in the Dakotas. Down through 
the years Northwest Bible School has contributed many 
fine workers for the Church. At the present time there 
are twenty-two churches in North and South Dakota 
and of these eleven pastors are graduates of the school 
and five are former students. Thus a total of sixteen out 
of twenty-two pastors are directly connected with the 
school. One third of the church clerks, one fourth of the 
Y.P.E. leaders, several Sunday School superintendents, 
and a score of Sunday School teachers are former stu- 
dents of the school now working in the churches here in 
the Dakotas. The largest Church of God in Canada is 


now being pastored by a man who received his training — 


at Northwest Bible School. 

The great commission “Go ye into all the world” has 
been partially fulfilled by former students of the North- 
west Bible School. Such persons as M. G. McLuhan, now 
in South Africa; James B. Reesor, in the Philippines; 
H. S. Syverson, retired missionary from San Salvador, 
and many others started their training at Northwest 
Bible School. Only eternity will reveal the widespread in- 
fluence of the school. 

Although Northwest Bible School has never had large 
numbers enrolled, it would be safe to say that the sta- 
bilizing effect of sound doctrine taught by the teachers 
and propagated by the students has produced many con- 
tenders for the faith. Many have gone on to Lee College, 
became outstanding students, and are now filling places 
of responsibility in the Church. Former students who 
became youth directors, evangelists, pastors, and several 
public schoolteachers are scattered throughout the United 
States and Canada. Beginning December 3, 1956, North- 
west Bible School will offer Bible work on the junior 
college level. With the advancement of education we as 
Christians should never slacken our pace but press for- 
ward to higher heights and deeper depths. The demand 
for higher education has brought with it the need for 
higher academic training. The future looks brighter for 
Northwest Bible School as we try to meet the challenge 
of our day by adding the junior college Bible course. Aca- 


Qu standards should never be looked upon as being 


detrimental to spiritual progress, for in reality they 
should go hand in hand. The “fear of the Lord is the 
beginning of wisdom.” 





Reviews of LIKE A 
MIGHTY ARMY 


MR. WILLIAM R. CANNON, native Chatta- 
noogan who is now dean of the Candler School of The- 
ology at Emory University, Atlanta, Georgia, has written 
a foreword to this definitive history of the Church of 
God in which he says, in part: 


“IT find this study a competent one. The author has 
employed the best methods and techniques of historical 
research. Whether we agree with the peculiar doctrine 
he embraces or not, we must admit that he deserves our 
respect as an authentic historian. Consequently, his work 
must take its place among the good denominational his- 
tories of our time.” 

Dean Cannon has probably given a fair appraisal of 
a long-needed history of the Church of God; and Conn, 
the author, writing from Cleveland, Tennessee, has in- 
deed given a well-presented documental account of one 
of the more recent developments in Protestantism. 


The Church of God began as the Christian Union in 
Monroe County, Tennessee, in 1886 with Richard G. 
Spurling, Jr., as pastor. Its growth is explained by the 
author in five major portions of the book. These parts 
are called “The Pentecostal Awakening, 1886-1905”; “The 
Pentecostal Frontier, 1905-1920”; “Trial by Disillusion, 
1920-1923”; “The Deepening Years, 1923-1935”; and “The 
Flowering of Pentecost, 1936-1955.” 

The book, attractively printed and sturdily bound, is 
indexed in a thorough manner. It will serve as a ready 
reference for any member of the Church of God, and 
it presents, in clear terms, a doctrinal statement that 
will be of interest to many readers.—Kinchen Exum, 
Editorial Staff of The Chattanooga News-Free Press, 
Chattanooga, Tennessee.

ence or the influence of God is ruled out entirely. Can 
a philosophy like that do less than lead a nation to moral 
collapse? 

Secular education unrelated to the church and the 
Bible is saturated with rationalism, naturalism, and 
humanism. God is left out. Many modern educational 
theorists openly repudiate the Book whose doctrines are 
holy. How tragic that in the United States and Canada, 
countries that were founded by those who sought freedom 
not only to worship but also to train and teach according 
to the Word of God, should now have educators who 
stand directly opposed to these original sincere and 
wholesome objectives. The influence of Dewey, and Hegel, 
and William James before him, as well as the influence 
of others, has given us a philosophy of education that is 
a faith destroyer. 

The Christian educator realizes that the fear of the 
Lord is the beginning of knowledge. Christ must be 
pre-eminent. There should be a Bible basis for educa- 
tion. There should be a dependence upon God for 
knowledge. In Christ are hid all the treasures of wisdom 
and knowledge. Paul states this under inspiration of the 
Spirit in Colossians 2:3. He further states (verses 4-10), 
“And this I say, lest any man should beguile you with 
enticing words. For though I be absent in the flesh, yet 
am I with you in the spirit, joying and beholding your 
order, and the stedfastness of your faith in Christ. As 
ye have therefore received Christ Jesus the Lord, so 
walk ye in him: rooted and built up in him, and stab- 
lished in the faith, AS YE HAVE BEEN TAUGHT, abound- 
ing therein with thanksgiving. Beware lest any man spoil 
you through philosophy and vain deceit, after the tradi- 
tions of men, after the rudiments of the world, and not 
after Christ. (The idea of spoil here actually means 
“to carry off as plunder.”) For in him dwelleth all the 
fulness of the Godhead bodily. And ye are complete in 
him, which is the head of all principality and power.” 

We need to ask for old paths. There has been a great 
departure from the Bible influence in education that we 
once had. The training of a child starts in the home. 
The first teachers or instructors any child should have 
should be the parents. The parents ought to be Christians. 
The children should first learn of the faith in the 
home. The child’s home training ought to be supplement- 
ed by his instructions in the Word in Sunday School and 
his worship in church. 

The school in which the child receives his academic 
education ought to be Christian. It has been stated that 
in a community where religious instruction was lifted 
from the curriculum of the schools, crime among youth 
increased four hundered per cent. 

Do you still ask why International Bible College and 
the other schools are sponsored by the Church? It has 
become no longer a question of can we afford to have 
such a school but can we afford not to have such a school. 

We have as our aim and objective not only to maintain 
an institution where our youth can prepare for the 
ministry or other phases of Christian service but to offer 
an academic education where the student has the definite 
influence of the Bible and of Christian teachers. The 
maintenance of such objectives brought into existence 
the high school department at International Bible Col- 
lege a few years ago. This is probably the only high

school in Canada operated by a Pentecostal body. 

The Bible school department was founded many years 
ago to provide a place of training for young men and 
women who realized the call of God upon their lives. 
It was founded as an avenue through which the Church¥yy 
of God would have workers to expand the work of the 
church in Canada. Testimony to the effectiveness of the 
school in reaching this goal is the fact that a good many 
of the pastors and workers in the Church of God in 
Canada are graduates of our Canadian school. Of course, 
its effectiveness has been much more widespread than 
just here in Canada. Many in the United States, as 
well as in other countries, received their training at 
I. B. C. Need the International Bible College confine 
its influence in education to only a Bible institute de- 
partment and a high school department? Our aim is to 
see its scope of influence spread to other levels of learn- 
ing. The influence of the church-related school is needed 
in education in Canada. It is our aim that the Church 
of God’s International Bible College continue to develop 
and expand to help to meet this need. 

The school must remain, uncompromisingly, an institu- 
tion of learning, where faith in God’s Word is fore- 
most. We must keep our Pentecostal heritage. We must 
be a school where faculty and student body believe that 
true science and the Bible are compatible. These are our 
objectives. They are not only worthy but are absolutely 
essential objectives in this day in which we live. Our 
motto must ever remain “TRUE TO THE WORD.” 

* + * 

For a history of the International Bible College I have 
called on Brother Chester Roset. Since he is one of the 
school’s first graduates, he has known I. B. C. from its 
beginning. Having served well as business manager and 
presently serving on the Board of Directors, I feel that 
he is certainly qualified to write of I.B.C.’s history. 


I. B. C’s HISTORY 


BIBLE SCHOOL INTEREST began in the 
Church of God in Western Canada with the beginning 
of the Northwest Bible and Music Academy at Lemmon, 
South Dakota, in 1935. Nine students attended that term. 

The Church realized the need of all young people 
having the opportunity of attending Bible school. 

In the summer of 1936 the Reverend Paul H. Walker, 
the provincial overseer, met the late Reverend J. W. 
Bruce, B. A., at Mawer, Saskatchewan. Brother Bruce 
had the conviction that God needed training centers for 
the young people. As a result of this meeting Bible school 
was opened in November, 1936, in Consul, Saskatchewan, 
with the Re,erend J. W. Bruce as superintendent. The 
newly appointed overseer, the Reverend Charles Bowen, 
assisted in the school. A vacant store building was used 
for classroom and dormitories for the twenty-six students 
attending; it was then called the South Saskatchewan 
Bible Training School. 

There was sufficient encouragement during the first 
term for more suitable quarters to be sought in 1937. So 
Brother Bruce and Brother Bowen purchased a hospital 
building at Robsart, Saskatchewan, for the next term; 
each succeeding term until the seventh was conducted 
there. Brother J. W. Bruce continued as superintendent 
until the end of the 1940-41 term. 

The Reverend H. B. Lane was the superintendent for 
the 1941-42 term, being succeeded by the Reverend Wil- 
liam Pospisil, who served through the 1945-46 term. In a 
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the summer of 1943, under the supervision of Brother 
Pospisil, a building was purchased on University Heights, 
in the city of Moose Jaw. The Church of God Bible 
Training School continued there until the end of the 
1946-47 term. The Reverend M. G. McLuhan was a great 
blessing to the school there. 

During the summer of 1947 the Reverend James B. 
Reesor, Overseer of Western Canada, purchased property 
near Estevan, Saskatchewan. This property, consisting of 
several large buildings and 640 acres of land, was pur- 
chased for $33,000, even though it had been worth $750, 
000 as property of the Canadian Government. This proper- 
ty was formerly a training field for the Royal Canadian 
Air Force. The spacious hangar was converted into a 
chapel, classrooms, dormitories and a large auditorium. 
The school was then named the International Bible 
College. Brother Reesor served as overseer of Western 
Canada and president of the school for a period of two 
years. ‘ 

In the year 1949 the Reverend J. A. Rafferty was 
appointed overseer of Western Canada and president of 
the school. In 1950 the Reverend Harold Bjorgan was 
appointed president; he served for one year. The Rev- 
erend Ralph Brostrom succeeded Brother Bjorgan as 
president of the college. 

At the General Assembly of 1952, the Reverend Darrell 
L. Lindsay, then the overseer of Central Canada, was 
appointed president of the college. Brother Lindsay has 
continued serving in this office until the present and is 
doing a very fine job. 

The Reverend James A. Stephens served as overseer 
of Western Canada from the fall of 1951 to the Assembly 
of 1954. Brother Stephens showed a great interest in the 
college. Our present overseer, the Reverend W. H. Pratt, 
is his successor and is doing a very good work assisting 
in the promotion of the International Bible College. 

The Board of Directors consists of six men—three 
ministers and three members from the laity. The present 
board members are: the Reverend Anton Meyers, the 
Reverend D. A. Barsness, Brother John Engel, Brother 
John McLuhan, Brother Harold Isley, and the Reverend 
Chester Roset. Brother William Aspinall is the vice-presi- 
dent of the college while Brother Charles Evans is the 
business manager; Brother Orville Barnstable is serving 
as principal of the high school department. 

Throughout the number of terms of school, the Lord 
has blessed in many ways. Several have been called into 
the whitened harvest fields. Some are now serving on the 
missions fields, others are serving as pastors and evan- 
gelists in Canada and the United States. Truly the Lord 
hath done great things for us, for which we are glad. 
May the Lord continue to bless the International Bible 
College.So with the prayers and cooperation of every child 
of God we can look for greater things from this school.

church and parsonage for classrooms and dormitory. 
However, we soon outgrew these quarters and the school 
was moved to its centrally located quarters in Fresno, 


California, at the temple at Butler and Gearhart. At 
this time a dormitory was purchased. The enrollment 
continued to climb; more space was needed and a second 
dormitory was purchased at Eighth and Lowe Streets. A 
part of these facilities was used as a cafeteria, but for 
this 1956 term we have a record enrollment, and it 
became necessary to rent another building for cafeteria 
purposes. We hope that before very much longer we 
shall be able to secure property for a new campus and 
build to meet the needs of the school. 

The success of our school is due to a great extent 
to its able and expert leadership—Ralph E. Williams, 
President; Paul L. Walker, Principal; Robert E. Fisher, 
Business Manager; and John Kimbrough, Head of the 
College Department. 

Our teachers are consecrated, Spirit-filled people and 
God is greatly blessing in every way. 

Now we pass another milestone in the era of progress 

with the inaugurating of a two-year Bible course on the 
college level. This program is being offered through the 
cooperation of Lee College. In view of the fact that 
our school is now offering training on the college level, 
it necessitated a change in our name. 
_ The necessary steps were taken to effect the name 
change, and our school will henceforth be known as West 
Coast Bible College. I join with the administration, the 
faculty, and the people of these Western States in giving 
thanks to Almighty God for helping us to take another 
step up the ladder of spiritual and scholastic progress 
for His cause.
